dispatch from Lieutenant R. W. Shoe- 
maker, TJ. S.. N., who conducted the re- 
lief expedition that succored the ma- 
rines. After detailing the arrival in1 the 
American lines .of Captain . Porter and 
Lieutenant Williams, witn a portion of 
the men, the report says: 


"Captain Porter and Lientenant A. S. 


Williams in conversation gave me sub- 
stantially the following account of their 
wanderings: 
On January 1, being then 


on"'half rations, with very little 
food 


left, Major Waller decided to split the 
parry—he taking fifteen of the strong- 
•cut men and pushing on for Bnsey, and 
Captain Porter following his trail as 
iapidly as possible with the main body. 
On the 2d a native came 'back from Wal- 
.fer with a. note stating that he. Waller, 
iad given up the idea of getting through 
and -would return; and directing Porter 
•to make directly for the river and build 
rafts' for the entire party. This Porter 
tried .to do, but failed' to find wood that 
would rioat. It was raining hard at 
±tin-i time and the river wa« about ten 
feet above its normal level and running 
with violence. 
' ' 
TELLS OF HARD LUCK. 


"As Major Waller did not appear Por- 


ter sent Captain Bears* to him to ascer- 
tain his plans, then return 
and report. 


Bearss failed to return, but he reached 
Waller and went, on with him. On the 
3d,, I think, Porter pushed ahead to get 
assistHTX'e with eight of the strongest 
men. leaving Williams to follow with, the 
crippled and lame as far as the boat, sc-

morning, after the gain performance in 
his honor at the Irving Plato theatre 
and spent a quiet morning on the steam- 
ship.

There has been enough 
Oionov in the cilice to make it regarded 
acceptable by good meu, but in most in- 
stances the city's executives have found 
themselves hampered

which the business standard was not 
above normal. Not but that there have 
ibeen.good aldermen, men with good bus- 
iness qualifications, but in too many 
cases men have been nominated for al- 
dermen by both parties whose sole quali- 
fication was their willingncs to accept 
the office and their likelihood of being 
elected, not because 
of any 
business 


qualifications. Men have been elected to 
have a part in the expenditure of from 
two to three hundred thousand dollars 
of the peoples' money each year, that not 
one voter in fifty would have entrusted 
with ten dollars of his own individual 
money. Why then do the voters choose 
such men to spend the public moneys? 
Mainly because the offices must, be filled 
-and the men with business qualifications 
will not accept an otTice which calls for 
KO much of their time without any com- 
pensation being granted. 


The $.").000 needed to pay tlip«e propos- 


ed salaries may seem a considerable sum, 
but there is not an institution in Racine 
that does a business of $300,000 a year, 
whore ;t good deal more than $5,000 is 
not paid in salaries to the men who 
make the business. 


Now it is not likely that in every 


ward at all limes oven with the $300 
salary it will be possible to elect the man 
with 'the best business qualifications, but 
the offices will be sought after by men 
who have fitness for the places and a 
better selection will be afforded the vot- 
ers al the primaries. The general stand- 
ard of eflieiency ought to be advanced 
and the taxpayers ensured of a wiser and 
more economical expenditure 
of their 


money. The ouicc ought always to seek 
the man, but where there is nothing in 
the office there is a vo.ry poor show of 
the oiuce finding the right man, for the 
right man's time, is too valuable to be 
givou for nothing.

The Pan-American congress is no more 


and the delegates have returned to 
their homes, all giving their variations 
of the fiasco.

United States opposed compulsory arbi- 
tration was tnat we have in contempla- 
tion the, absorbing of much of South 
American country, and while this is un- 
true, wholly-unfounded, yet the recent 
purchase of the West .India .islands! fur- 
nished able ammunition yin support•' of 
the baseless' charge." But ^ifc=may- be 
asked if this country had gone in for 
this forcible arbitration in what way 
would these very unstable and rp.vqlit- 
tionnry South American countries given 
any guarantee they- would carry out 
their contracts, and if it is not a matter 
of the gravest doubt whether or not any- 
one of these countries would have sub- 
mitted 
to compulsory 
arbitration, 
if 


such were called for. 


Compulsory arbitration means a good 


deal. It means a country or individual 
agrees in advance to submit to any de- 
cision that may go against it or them, 
and while most certainly arbitration is 
at all times desirable and to which no 
objection can bo. made, unless it may be 
as to some established principle, yet the

States to favor in any wise. There is 
not a South American country that per-

States accepts compulsory arbitration,

existence of two military arms in the. 
country, and by the people of two class 
distinctions. This decision 
released n 


volunteer soldier from the penalty im- 
posed upon him by a court martial, upon 
which were n number of regular army 
officers. There is uo compliant that, the 
volunteer is innocent, but. the judge re- 
lease* upon Hie finding that a regular 
army officer had 
no authority to 
sit 


upon a court martial to try a volunteer. 
Of course, ibis finding is all wrong, and 
more wrong from the fact that it judic- 
ially establishes two distinct classes in 
the United States, and from 
the two 


military classes there tvill be bound to 
grow more distinct classes extending 
from out the military at 
Washington 


through all the. ramifications of the civil 
lino. 


This is one of the examples wherein 


the civil proves it does not distinguish 
properly as between the 
dividing lines 


of crime and innocence. This sort of 
thing releases criminals through alleged 
technicalities raised by the court itself 
in this case, from a perusal of the end- 
ing of the trial. In times of war judges 
so touchy in matters of military would 
be continually issuing injunctions for- 
bidding our generals to do this and to 
do that, and the government would be 
kept in a stew more comforting to the 
enotny than its own people. 


One. comment upon this Missouri de- 


cision says: "As an immediate effect of 
his decision, unless carried to the su- 
preme court, a batch of criminals will be 
released from the penitentiary, and it 
may be said most emphatically, that an- 
other result should be a change in the 
wording of the 
article of war. If in 


timo of peace the , militia may be kept 
distinct from the regular army swh 
treatment of (he volunteer should be 
impossible in time of war] because it is 
of the highest importance that all the 
forces should be considered as n single 
organism. 
Whatever names may be 


used for the various parts, it is mani- 
fest that identity of authority is indis- 
pensable to effective discipline. That is 
a. fundainentnl military principle, and its 
value is illustrated in tbe difference be- 
tween the thorough control of a homn- 
generou!! army and tlm difficult control 
of allied armies, which can hardly • he 
made to obey a common leader.

TWO KINDS OF CHJT1CISM. 
}' prevention of criticisms 
of the 


judiciary would, of course, be an intoler- 
able wrong, 
it is nu axiom of jurispru- 


dence that it is a. contempt of court For 
any criticism passed upon 
proceedings 


before judgment is rendered, and there 
are judges who have undertaken to put 
people in prison for, criticisms passed, 
even after the judgment had been ren.. 
dered and the court, books closed. But 
as this may all be, there is a limit to 
everything, and while no judge is afraid 
or would object to criticism from plain- 
tiff or defendant in reasonable language 
and from legal point, of views, or even 
from political point of views, it. becomes 
a far different proposition if our judges 
are to be made, the targets of a broad- 
side of filthy, 
inlolenvMc billingsgate, 


and a flood of horrible slush wallowing 
in the depths of iins'.iness and vitupera- 
tivcness, as illustrated in the shriek!ngs 
of a 'Dowie against Judge Tuley. This 
sort, of thing the law should certainly 
tako notice of. If not, and the latitude, 
is permitted of nn intolerable blasphem- 
ing and/abusing after legal decisions are 
rendered, it 
can not be. long before 


judges will unconsciously be terrorized, 
a.s well as juries. 


Upon the same lines, liberty of the 


press is not unbridled license. Liberty 
o°f the press is not freedom to advocate 
thft destruction of property and human 
life. It is not the liberty to blackguard, 
to menace decency, nml to destroy mod- 
esty. So it is that freedom to criticise 
courts of justice ii> not freedom to brow- 
beat, to revile and to caricature with de- 
rision.
